This was what Frank Popp did. 

And he did it under the further disad- 
vantage of being known. Three months 
previous to his champion bit of rascality 
Popp had been released from the State 
prison at Joliet, where he had been con- 
fined for burglary. 

Popp was arested in a house in Jefferson, 
a suburb of Chicago, and his booty from 
the penitentiary was found on the same 


premises. The facts regarding his audacious 
theft did not come to light fully until at his 


preliminary hearing yesterday. 

He even stole the team and wagon em- 
ployed in his nefarious work. 

Popp was arrested just as he was etart- 
ing on a second 4-mile drive to Jollet. He 
is ingenious as well as daring. So far as the 
thief-watchers in the State’s prison are con- 
cerned he might have carried off one of the 
buildings before long. ¢ 

The Chicago police captured Popp and fin- 
ally pleced together the facts of his record- 
breaking robbery. They did it by luck more 
than by management or any noteworthy 
sagaolty. 

Popp was first arrested on general prin- 
ciples. Taken to the police station the buggy 
and team were at once recognized by printed 
description as stolen property. Then the 
sleuths were called In and assigned to the-

Each of the ships carries a large quantity of supplies, and on one there are 
1000 head of mules and the wagon train of Gen. Wilson's division. These men, to- 
gether with those of the Sixth Illinois and Sixth Massachusetts, which sailed from 
here last week for Santiago, constitute the First Brigade of the First Division of the 
First Army Corps. 

For two days and nights the work of loading baggage and provisions on the 
transports has been going forw ard under rush orders. Stevedores in the city were 
employed at it. They were assisted by details of men from the various regiments 
and the 500 negro laborers employed here by the Government and destined for works 
on the roads and bridges in Cuba. The scene which accompanied the departure of 
the vessels from their docks was one of indescribable enthusiasm. Practically the 
entire population of the city was in evidence. As the vessels made the stream 
the bands on shipboard and ashore played national airs and the thousands of people 
cheered.

, quite willing to talk about the war. In 


fact the Spaniards introduced the subject 
in every ‘instance. 

All Spaniards believe that the United 
States is in the war for what she can make 
vut of it. The idea of a philanthropic mo- 
tive is Iincredible.to them. They have for- 
gotten their boast of four months ago: 
“We will teach the Yankee hogs a lesson 
and wipe them off the earth.’’ Now they 
ask pitifully: “‘Why does your rich, pow- 
erful nation bully us?’ 

The women look apprehensively out 
across the sapphire bay and ask: 

“Will the American fleet bombard San 
Sebastian?’ 

We assure them that we do not believe 
it will, but they are still restless and say: 

“We are onl women here. They will 
gain nothing but the boarding house keep- 
ers’ signs.”’ 

San Sebastian, usually full of gay Span- 
ish life, gathered around the court of the 
littl King at this season of the year, is 
quite empty. The shop-keepers are dis- 
couraged, and exchange is so high that 
buyers come over from the frontier French 
towns and carry away 80 much from the 
market that there is actually not enough 
for the poor Spaniards. 

Some of the better class of people realize 
that the end of the present regime is close 
aut hand and look despondingly into the 
future, expecting to be ruled by the ‘‘Car- 
lists or Republicans or devils." But most 
of the people cherish their indomitable 
faith in the valor and proweas of the Span- / 


.ish arms.

At the hearing which will follow Mr. 
Poliman believes enough will come out to 
prove conclusively the connection of cer- 
tain city officials with a combination that 
has worked to the detriment of St. Louis. 

He hopes it will result in the itmpeach- 
ment and removal of a certain city official, 
not connected with the sprinkling depart- 
ment. as well as the superintendent and 
the inspector.

Mr. Pollman ceclares that he ‘will make 
War on the combination and its retainers 
Among city officials until he either iands 
some of them in prison or is run out of 
town himeectlf. 

He has clear evidence showing that thera 
is existing in St. louis at this time a 
combination of sprinkling contractors 
Which includes all except four in the city. 
coarges that every sprinkling con- 
tractor in the combination turned over to 
an executive committee at the time the 
agreement was made a bill of sale on every 
Wagon, horse and article of harness he pos- 
sessed and that this property is now ab- 
Sa.utely under the control of the executive 
committee, which transacts Dusiness in a 
room over 112 North Broadway. 

He charges that the executive committee 
Was given plenary powers by the con- 
tractors and may do asa it wills, controlling 
ae absolutely the sprinkling contracts of 
those in the combination as though they 
were made out in its name. 

He charges that ‘this combination was 
made at the Cherokee Garden, and that a 
certain city official was an active factor in 
ite formation. 

Me charges that this city official attempt- 
ed to form a like combination in 1897, and 
asked Mr. Vollman to go into it, because it 
Meant money in the official's pocket. 

He charges that because of the failure of 
the persons aforesaid to form a combina- 
tion in 1897 the cost of sprinkling was but 
$103,000, as againet $158,000, the cost in 1893, 
when a combination exists. 

He charges that the members of the com- 
bination had nothing to do with the bid- 
ding this yenr, except to sign their names 
to blank bids. 

These blank bids were turned over to the 
committee, which fixed § the 
@mounts of the bids. 

All these things Mr. Pollman believes can 
be proved if an opportunity is afforded for 
the hearing of testimony. 

He charges further that a certain superin- 
tencent of sprinkling was himself a sprink- 
ling contractor as well as superintendent 
in 18% and 1897, and that he during those 
Scasons compelled other bidders to stay out 
of the contest for districts that he wanted, 
ahereby mulcting the city out of $1500 in 
one year on the work In one district.

“I did not attend that meeting, as I 
knew well enough its object. But I have 
been told by a member of the Executive 
Committee all that was done.

An execu- 
tive committee was then elected by ballot, 
as follows: Henry Mueller, George Schroll, 
S. S. Wade, J. P. Schureman and Barney

urer as a deposit. He says a city official 
told him if he would drop his contracts he 
(the official) would get back his deposit 
money from the City Treasurer for him, 
although the contractor is supposed to lose 
these deposits when he does not carry out 
a contract. 

‘“Ladenberger agreed and the contractée 
were dropped. The combination fixed it so 
that the reletting would be postponed until 
March 8 seven days before the date for 
sprinkling to commence, so as to prevent 
outside competition. They failed on that. 
I got one contract and Eyermann got an- 
other. The fifth went to the combination. 
The combination purchased two of Eyer- 
mann’e contracts, paying him $1200 for 
them. Ladenberger claims the city official 
never kept his promise to return the deposit 
money. 

“I will prefer charges Friday before the 
Council! against a superintendent of sprink- 
ling and an inspector. I hope all the truth 
will come out.” 


Charles Ladenberger, who has a coal and 
wood yard at 8116 California avenue, bid on 
the city sprinkling for districta No. Hl, 12, 
18. 14 and 15, and was awarded the contract 
Feb. 8, 1898. After a few days’ considera- 
tion of the work and expenses the new job 
would entail, he decided to forfelt his con- 
tract with the municipal authorities. 

Mr. Ladenberger had put up $1092 as an 
evidence that his contract was bona fide, 
and when he concluded to drop the work 
he was assured by various officlals that he 
could secure the return of his money, al- 
though it would involve a viclation of the 
rule made by the Board of Public Improve- 
ments. 

The promise was s0 apparently reliable 
that Ladenberger acted upon it, with the 
resuit that he is out $1092. 

Contractor Ladenberger admitted Thurs- 
day that a certain city official had told 
him when he was forfeiting the contracts 
that he could probably get his money back 
without unnecessary trouble. One ex-mem- 
ber of the House of Delegates also in- 
formed Ladenberger his forfeit money 
would be returned, 

Pressed for a further explanation of the 
city official’s connection with the subject, 
Ladenberger said: 

“IT lost the $1002 deposit money through 
my own stupidity and the city official is in 
no way responsible for my misfortune. An 
ex-member of the House of Delegates said 
he thought I could get the money returned 
to me if I went to the Board of Public Im- 
provements. I had two bids made out; one 
was low and the other a high one, for the 
contract. I eent tn the low one through 
error and then found I was unable to fulfill 
the contract according to the termes espec'- 
fied. I knew there was a combine and that 
was one reason why I had concluded to sub- 
mit a high bid. I gave up the contract at 
once and was surprised when President Mic- 
Math of the Board of Public Improvements 
told me I was not entitled to a cent of the 
$1002 I had posted arith che City Treasurer, 

“The same contracts were awarded March 
8, and the bids were about $1500 higher than 
the one I had previously submitted, 1 
didn’t go in the second time because ! 
knew it wouldn't do any good. The cards, 
it was plain to see, were stacked tgainst 
me, and not every day can I afford to lose 


$1092.

‘Clark Was Sent to the Workhouse Un- 
der a $100 Fine, Which Is Equiv- 
alent to a Year’s Servitude. 


Old James Clark was another Work- 
house prisoner who believed death prefer- 
able to the surroundings he encountered 
at the city penal institution In South 8t. 
Louls. Sume Workhouse prisoners have 
managed to obtain poison and kill them- 
selves and others have contrived to gain 
possession of knives with which to take 
their own lives, but olé Clark didn't have 
friends on the outside and he knew his only 
chance was the muddy Mississippi, a few 
hundred fect away. 

The venerable prisoner—Clark was @ years 
ol\d—was sent to the Workhouse from Judge 
Peabody's court on June 27 to serve a $100 
fine. Such a fine is equivalent to one year’s 
imprisonment, and a year passed in such a 
way to a man of Clark's age is worse than 
death. 

Clark realized that there was no euch 
thing as escape for him. He was not quick 
witted and he waé not fleet footed nor vig- 
orous of body in an encounter with the 
guards. 

To attempt to escape was certain recap- 
ture and a longer sentence for him. The 
best he could do was to commit suicide. 

Thursday morning he found his way tot 
the Workhouse quarry, which is about 560 
yards from the prison. The guards per- 
mitted him to pass, believing that he was 
going to the quarry to labor. Having 
gained the bed of rough stone Clark quick- 
ened his steps In the direction of the river, 
still another 50 yards ahead of him. He 
waa half running, half walking, desperate 
on ending his troubles, when Guard Leo- 
pold Natt eaw him from the hill. 

The Workhouse guards are heavily 
armed with shotguns, but they do not use 
them unless they are sure a prisoner is at- 
tempting to escape. Natt called to old 
Clark to halt, but no heed was given the 
word, 

Then Natt fired at the retreating figure, 
but Clark continued to run ahead. As 
Natt was preparing to send another shower 
of shot after him, Clark was seen to drop 
suddenly. 

Natt thought the first fire had taken ef- 
fect and that the old fellow had tumbled 
from weakness and pain. He was mistaken. 
Natt and several other guards hastened 
down the slope to pick up the gray-haired 
prisoner and bring him back for medical 
aid. When reached the spot where

Clark was oo to fall they were astonished 
to find no traces of him. They bent their 
gaze on the eoftened ground and the tracks 
in the mud explained everything. 

James*-Clark had crawled through the big 
sewer on the east side of the quarry and 
made bis way to the river. His body had 
arisen and sunk for the last time while 
the gwuards were specuiating upon his dis- 
appearance from the spot where he fell. 

Clark's death was not that of a desperate 
man who wished to evade pursuers. It 
was deliberate suicide. This is borne out 
by the fact that he had familiarizeg him- 
self with the lay of the land and had gone 
straight to the sewer when he left his ceil, 
He knew the sewer led directly to the river 
and once tnaide the foul tunnel there was 
naught ahead but death by drowning.

HE HAS TWO JUDGMENTS. 


Echoes From the Millionaire’s Pur- 
chase of ‘“‘Napoleor. at Solferino”’ 
From Charles Collins. 


The last lasue of the celebrated Clark- 
Collins picture case was disposed of in the 
Supreme Court of New York Wednesday 
by Justice McLean, who decided against 
Mr. Clark in his’endeavor to collect $838.07, 
balance due him on a New York judgment. 

When Granite Mountain was soaring sky- 
ward and Mr. Clark had millions in sight 
he dabbled in art and bought pictures. 
Among those he purchased from was Mr. 
Samuel Collins, who traded him some paint- 
ings and solid him one, a “Napoleon III. at 
Solferino,”’ by Meissonier. Subsequent in- 
vestigation by Mr. Charies Clark deveioped 
the fact that it was not a Meissonier, buta 
copy. 

‘i‘nen he wanted his money back. Co. lins 
promised to pay, but Was slow about it. 
He came to St. Louis with Mrs. Co.lins, 
who owns estates in the vicinity of 
Delaware Water Gap and elsewhere, and 
Mr. Clark, by persistent endeavor, per- 
suaded her to sign a bond, guaranteeing 
the payment by Mr. Collins. 

She sued Mr. Clark here to have the bond 
set aside on the ground that it had been 
obtained by force and intimidation. The 
case was tried and decided in favor of 
Mr. Clark for the amount of the bond, 
$8000. He had in the meantime recovered 4 
judgment for 38.07 in the East, and it 
was the difference he sued for. 

The Supreme Court of New York held 
that the inc'dent was ciosed, as Mr. Clark 
had had ample opportunity to recover all 
that was due him in his St. Louis case.

What are these facts? 

On February 10th the Post-Dispatch opened the fight 
against the Charter Amendments, the issue of that date con- 
taining a complete exposure of the pjot to smother the merit 
system, which was demanded by an overwhelming public 
sentiment as the only safeguard of the taxpayer, and his 
only protection against the raids of irresponsible politicians 
and corrupt oontractors. 

The Republic editorially approved Mayor Ziegenhein’s mes- 
sage on the, subject. 

February 11 the ‘Post-Dispatch called attention to existing 
corruption In the City Hall, backed up its argument with 
facts and figures and insisted upon the merit system as an 
essential element of the scheme If it were to be free from 
jobbery. 

On the same day the Republic had this to say of the merif 
System: “At best the merit system could only establish a 
plodding and indifferent efficiency.” And further on it ob- 
served: “We are not carried away by enthusiasm over the 
anticipated results of civil service reform.” 

February 12 the Post-Dispatch presented more facts and 
figures, all tending to show the need of adequate protection 
for the taxpayers and the public treasury. The Republic 
made a grudging half-hearted concession of merit in the 
merit system in this wise: “It may be that the adoption 
of the merit system in municipal employment would lessen 
this danger’ (of corruption). The editor was still in the sub- 
junctive mood. It might, but he wasn’t sure. 

February 13 the Post-Dispatch set forth the whole spoils 
programme. The Republic told the Mayor it would be “well 
worth while’ to “weigh in perfect fairness of spirit the 
arguments in favor of the merit system.” 

February 13 to 26 the Post-Dispatch contained editorials 
supporting the merit system, pointed out the dangers lurking 
in the amendment scheme and attacked the spoilsmen every 
daw. During this period the Republic gave space to occa- 
sional contributions from persons interested in the merit 
system, but editorially was occupied more in pointing our 
the defects of the system than its virtues. At the same time 
it printed interviews tending to show that the merit system 
had no merit. 

March 27 the Post-Dispatch printed the announcement of 
the Citizens’ Committee that it would fight the amendments 

From this date to the end the Post-Dispatch contained 
daily editorial and other articles showing every aspect of the 
question and manfully fought the battle of the taxpayer and 
decent government. The Republic printed occasional languid 
editorials. 

BUT ON MAY 21 SOMETHING HAPPENED. THE CITY 
PRINTING CONTRACT,*WHICH HAD BEEN HELD BY 
THE REPUBLIC, WAS AWARDED THE GLOBE-DEMO- 
CRAT—THE TRANSFER TO BE MADE JUNE 15.

Mr, 
Pitzman suggested the idea years ago, 
when the first movement for boulevards in 
the city of St. Louis was on foot. Mr. 
Pitzman prepared preliminary plans and 
calculations and estimated at that time the 
cost at $2,500,000. A great number of citl- 
zens were invited to interest themselves in 
the matter and the question was not only 
discuesed privately but peor, ata ban- 
quet of the Architects’ Club. he realiza- 
tion of the project was shipwrecked by the 
campaign on the money question.
